The reasons for England's hope to- 


day were: 
First, 
despite 
uncompromising 


statements, the .Sinn Fein official bul- 
letin last night, said: 


"The road is still clear for an hon- 


orable understanding." 


Second, the belief that a plebesclte 


•will result in acceptance of the Brit- 
ish offer; 


Third, Sinn Feinerg knowledge that 


renewal of war will mean the oblit- 
eration of Sinn Fein. 


Secret Session Bejdns 


DnMin—While Ireland and England 


rushed preparations for renewed war, 
the Dai].' Eireann went into secret 
session Thursday to frame its accept- 
ance or rejection ot Lloyd George's 
peace offer. 


It seemed a foregone conclusion the 


offer would be spurned but -whether 
the British government will consider 
that grounds for terminating- 
the 


truce remained in doubt. 


As the Sinn Fein parliament met 


behind closed doors in the Mansion 
house, sentries of the Irish republican 
army paced up and down the corri- 
dors. Only a few blocks away there 
were scenes of activity aronnd Black 
and Tan barracks. Hundreds of khaki 
clad British soldiers were arriving on 
every train that pulled into the rail- 
way stations. 
,, 


Situation Is SortotB 


Members of the Dail arriving at 


tl'n. • il'ansion house lor the secret ses- 
sion in which they were to determine 
the fa.te of their country, looked seri- 
ous and worried. 


Hugo "Mickey" Collins was a cen- 


ter of interest for a crowd which gnth- 
ered early to await news and rumors. 
It was felt that largely in the hands 
of this mild mannered man, 
long 


feared by the English as the most 
daring leader of Sinn Fein arms, lay 
the decision for peace or war. 


The present closed session, which 


•will determine the issue may last un- 
til next week, members of the Dail 
said. 


T>e "Valera's fiery speech might not 


be the final -word in connection with 
the British peace offer, bnt it gave 
the signal for nervous preparations 
for more fighting.

* Senator King said that the name 
of Wilson should naturally suggest 
itself to President Harding in his 
careful consideration of the appoint- 
ment of delegates in order to sclcet 
ment of delegates in order to select 
and training. 


King pointed out that the former 


president had 
sufficiently 
recovered 


from his long illne.ss to assume a more 
active practice of law, as indicating 
that Wilson's health would permit his 
participation in tile'conference. 


"Woodrow Wilson has done more 


than any living person to promote dis- 
armament," declared King. 
"Wood- 


row Wilson's contribution to world 


peace and to the firm establishment 
of those ideals which -will save hu- 
manity make him the most conspicu- 
ous figure of his time." 


Urge Advisory Board 


Washington, D. O.—President Hard- 


ing is being urged to appoint an ad- 
visory commission to assist' the Ameri- 
can delegates 
to the 
disarmament 


conference. 


This suggestion is being put for- 


ward by some of the president's ad- 
visers to get him out of a complicated 
situaiteT) which lias arisen over thy 
personnel of the proposed disannul 
ment commission. 


The Amerionn delegation is not like- 


ly to exceed six members, although 
1 he number is yet to be officially fixed, 
nnd with Secretary Hughes and, Sena.- 
tor Lodge already named, only four 
places at most remain to be filled. 


The president may find it advisa- 


able to yield to the suggestion that 
the main commission be composed of 
persons of recognized calibre without 
reference to expert knowledge. 


The specialists oould then bo grouped 


in an advisory 
commission which 


would be in close touch at all times 
with the delegation.

Lloyd George Reveals Decisions 


Reached at Imperial

London—The British empire must 


have a naval fores equal to that of 
any other country, Lloyd George said 
in commons Thursday afternoon. The 
British premier made his long expect- 
ed statement regarding the decisions 
of the imperial conference, 


"It was agreed that the British navy 


must be second 
to none," Lloyd 


Georgo said. 


The premier's remarks were greet- 


ed with loud cheers. 


Referring to the Pacific situation, 


Lloyd George declared it was a car- 
dinal principle that the British poli- 
cy there must be to continue in the 
most complete accord with the United 
Stat/ss. 
' "If by nn alliance with Japan," the 
premier added, "wo can emerge with 
a grea.ter understanding with Japan 
and America respecting the problems 
of 'the Pacific, it will be an event 
which would guarantee the pea«e Of 
•the world."

ever, before the railroads can make 
any general reduction in rates, ho 
said. 


"As a result of the war and of the 


period of federal control, the earning 
power of the American railways waa 
practically 
destroyed," 
Cuyler de-

approximately $935,000,000 in 1917 to 
approximately $«2,000,000 in 1920. 


"Development of American railroads 


has been at a standstill for at least 
five years. Naturally, no industry 
can grow when it cannot surely pay 
interest or dividends to thoso who In- 
v«Bt their money in it. 


"My belief is that the railroads now 


hava turned th« corner. It ia hoped 
that they will in the aggregate make 
net earnings of at least $500,000,000 
for the year of 1921." 


Cuyler explained that such an In- 


•come would be less than a 3 per cent 
return but would cover the total of 
their fixed charged. 


"It will, however," he said, "require 


further drastic reductions in operat- 
ing expenses to enable tho railroads 
to earn a 6 per cent return and to per 
nut nay general reduction in rates,"

beginning to end," Bergdoll wrote from Ebcrbach, Germany, "and the 
American pubBc will wake np when they read it in the near future. We 
made the Americans look like a bunch of boobs before the whole world.

EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT FOE THE 


PRESIDENT 


Th« president of the United States is 


the supervising head of thirty-three inde- 
pendent, executive establishments, for 
whose operations he is theoretically, and 
to some extent, morally responsible. He 
feels obliged to--meet thousands of per- 
sons, some of whom have business of im- 
portance to discuss with him. and some 
of whom merely wish to have the honor 
and pleasure of shaking hands and talk- 
ing with the nation's chief^ executive. All 
of these obligations, duties and conven- 
tionalities are subordinate and more or 
less incidental <to his great and pressing 
work of disposing of the large affairs of 
Iiis high and busy office. 


In order to relieve him of the vexing, 


strain of minor and multifarious interests, 
it is proposed by leaders in congress to 
create the position of executive assistant 
to the president and authorize the presi- 
dent to engage a most competent and 
•widely experienced man to act as his prin- 
cipal aid. The idea is not novel. Most 
of the large industrial corporations and 
financial institutions took it up many 
years ago, and they have not abandoned 
it. because it has operated to the best re- 
sult. In fact, most of the prominent cap- 
tains of commerce Jiave executive assist- 
ants who attend to their personal business 
of all kinds. 


It is not so much a matter of surprise 


that the plan is suggested to afford the 
president relief, as that it was not only 
formally adopted years ago and perma- 
nently maintained. An executive assist- 
ant is needed more in the executive man- 
sion than in any business office in Ameri- 
ca. The president has about all that he 
can do in conferring with cabinet mem- 
bers, senators, representatives and others 
who have constant relations with him, and 
in informing himself on paramount affairs 
and giving his counsel or decision. If he 
devotes too much time or labor to inci- 
dental matters, he will be unable to do 
'full justice to the fundamental and ur- 
gent issues and questions.

Mytown may bo the ugliest in the land. 


a dirty, sprawling, unkept and noisy puz- 
zle of frame shacks, 
smoke stacks and 


railroad tracks. But it is Mytown. It is 
the pride of its citizens, who brag about 
its destiny and predict that the popula- 
tion will double, maybe in five years, and 
Mytown will absorb all the suburbs and 
spread out in the valley and climb over 
the adjacent hill. 


Census statistics are only curiosities 


when they compete with civic pride and 
local patriotism. Those of any rival city 
are correct, and are useful for purposes of 
comparison with the revised figures of My- 
town. 
Every citizen smiles with kindly 


derision at the instantly valueless popula- 
tion compilations. 
And it is this com- 


munity ambition which builds up towns, 
and then, better still, beautifies them.

The . number of radicals, 
popularly 


known as Reds, in the United States, is es- 
timated at 310.000. as compared with 
400.000 a year ago. and the membership 
of the I. "W. TV. has declined from 7i.- 
000 to 50.000. Sixteen per cent of the 
radicals are I. TV- TV., Reds, asd Reds 
are only approximately three-tenths of 
one per cent of the total population. One 
person in every 350 is a radical. 3Iost of 
the 310.000 misanthropists are foreign- 
ers. 
Failure of communism in Russia and 


the unemployment in this country are as- 
signed as the cause of the recent decrease 
of radicalism. 


Though the foregoing estimates and 


conclusions of an agency which incessant- 
ly watches the buzzing colonies of malcon- 
tents and revolutionaries are doubtless 
true, there are indications that unemploy- 
ment has rather fanned and spread than 
cooled and reduced general discontent. 
There is an under-current of widespread 
dissatisfaction OA'er the luxury enjoyed 
by profiteers, in contrast with the misfor- 
tunes •and troubles of \rnen who served in 
the war at much personal and material 
sacrifice. 


Radicalism itself is undeniably due to 


ignorance, either total or partial Partial 
ignorance, which implies some learning 
of some kind, is the type which generally 
breeds the revolutionary sentiment, as 
the little learning is a chaos of incom- 
plete ideas, formed in a pernicious envir- 
onment and based on alluring and errone- 
ous theories The communism of Russia, 
for example, is the extreme theory of the 
inexperienced and slightly read persons 
who have lived exclusively under the des- 
potism of an absolute monarchy, and who 
had not learned, from history or by logical 
ratiocination, that socialism also was ty- 
ranny in the form of centralized bureau- 
cracy. 


In America 
radicalism is one of our 


lesser problems. It will meld with repub- 
licanism. Our serious problems are to in- 
culcate fairness in the policy of capilal 
and methods of labor, and to bend our ef- 
forts toward keeping courts" legislatures 
and all the agencies of government just. 
impartial -and worthy 
confidence.

besfn soon lifter thirty digging their graves with 
their teeth, which is a famous allegory but an un- 
fortunate one. from our present physiological point 
of view, for in truth life is shortened because .we do 
not make enough use of our teeth. I dare say the 
modern food manufacturer, who takes it upon him- 
self to remove every factor or element of the food 
that he deems indigestible or otherwise unfit for hu- 
man consumption, is more to blame than are our 
teeth for the short race so many of uS run. The 
food manufacturer or manipulator calls this "purify- 
ing" the food; I call it mollycoddling the food. For 
example, the food manipulator takes a wholesome 
thing like wheat and removes the iron, the phos- 
phorous, most of the other mineral salts or elements, 
and the vitamins, and sells what remains under the j 
pleasing name of reflned white- flour—which makes 
but a sorry staff of life to lean on. He similarly mal- 
treats rice and sells what remains as a suitable food 
—and it is suitable for the production of such grave 
nutritional disorders as beriberi (multiple neuritis). 
Brown rice (unpolished rice) is suitable for healthy 
people to eat; polished rice is not. These and many 
other harmful processes which the food manipula- 
tor deems essential are more or less calculated to 
discourage the natural process of mastication. And 
it is too easy to forget that the chief part of diges- 
tion occurs in the mouth. 


Any woman Nwho reluctantly realizes that she is 


growing too stout or corpulent, especially about the 
middle of her body—that is, about the hips, thighs, 
buttocks and abdomen—must understand, first, that 
the corset is a chief factor, though is has never been 
worn tight-fitting, and second, that use of the veiy 
muscle groups which the corset renders practically 
useless will prevent and remove the fat deposits 
which not only destroy physical beauty, but. as 
slacker flesh, live on the body's energy as parasites 
do. and thus shorten life. 
For such a woman I 


would prescribe some such regimen as follows: 


(1) More thorough use of the teeth—complete 


mastication—something akm to Fletcherism. This 
fills in time at table without overfilling the alimen- 
tary tube. 


(2) Two miles of oxygen three times a day on the 


hoof, or its equivalent in general exercise, not 
counting housework as exercise. 


(3) From five to ten minutes each mofning and

Preventing Ivy Poisoning. 


Is there any serum that will prevent ivy poisoning 


from recurring year after year? (Mrs. B. F) 


Answer—I know of no serum, but I can highly 


commend for immunization against poison ivy a 
similis similibus curantur principle: 


Ten per cent tincture of rhus toxicoden- 


dron (poison ivy leaf) 
,. .15 drops 


Glycerin . . 
2 drams 


Syrup of orange, enough to make 
3 ounces 


After each meal take one drop in half a glass of 


water, and increase the dose a drop after each meal, 
until by the end of a week you are taking 21 drops 
at a dose. Then increase the dose to one teaspoon- 
ful, in half a glass of water, after eating, once a day, 
until your supply Is exhausted. The immunity may 
be maintained through an entire season by taking a 
teaspoonful two or three times a week. 
Or the 


immunization course may be repeated at the begin- 
ning of each season. This course has proved re- 
markably efficacious In overcoming some of the ob- 
stinate chronic skin lesions which persist or recur 
months or years after an attack of ivy dematitis.

This man 
said he had been stationed at a point 
in what is now Jugo-Slavia, and that 
the Serbs exiled him. Ho secured a 
position in the postal service In Buda- 
pest eventually. His small salary 
scarcely sufficed for medicines for his 
aged and sick mother, this man wrote: 


"In my great need," his letter said, 


"I know of no other way out except 
America," 


From German-Austria a letter came 


to the Postmaster General which, af- 
ter extolling the "dear fatherland" at 
some length, said his government was 
not able to help him or his wife and 
baby, therefore he was turning to his 
colleagues in the postal service of the 
United States. 


"My wife and my child are ill," he 


said, "we have little and bad to eat, 
it is wanting us on the clothings, 
foods, and on the ready money to buy 
those things " At the end of the letter 
this young man asked that he might 
be recommended for any kind of a~job 
anywhere else, just so there was food 
obtainable for his ailing baby and his 
wife. 


Another cry of distress came to 


Washington, addressed to the Union 
of Postal Employees, from the widow 
ot a former Austrian postal employee. 
Exiled from Marburg when it was in-

Tugo-Slavia, this woman and her three 
children fled to Graz, in German-Aus- 
tria. 
Beggars Among Beggars 


"With no pension, destitute of all 


means, having sold all my furniture 
and articles of value to buy food, com- 
pletely exhausted by trouble, sorrow, 
and want, I am plunged into the deep- 
est despair," she wrote. "All pension- 
ers get assistance, but we get noth 
ng. We are beggars among beggars " 


Another appeal, from a man too 


proud to ask for outright alma, came 
n a letter which got into the hands 
of the Postmaster General. This man, 
though for twenty-five years an em- 
•>lbyee in an iron works had been 
struggling all his life to get a start 
as a musician. The letter had an en- 
closure asking that it be forwarded 
;o some orchestra, in Washington, and 
asked for work in transcribing Aus- 
trian music. The man said that in 
his twenty-five years of work he had 
managed to save up a little money, 
but that the whole little saving had 
aeen swept away by the war. His 
children had been 
without 
proper 


clothing for months. 


•Necessity is already claiming my 


musical instruments, "his letter said," 
my sacred possessions from 
which 


only the grave should separate me, so 
I come as a last reaort to strangers 
in a strange part of the world. Here 
in this country people are unable to 
help one another." 


These are all fair samples of the 


begging mail coming from thd postal 
employees alone of the late enemy 
territory. Another letter, this ono 
from a postal employee In Vienna, 
gives figures which show with what 
the poor people of the old empire's 
capital have to contend. This man, 
merely a clerk in the Vienna office, 
with a sick mother and an aged father 
dependent upon his- meagre salary, 
said It was hardly possible for him 
to purchase provisions for the family 
of three, and that buying clothing 
was altogether out of the question. 
Old shoes patched up with wooden 
soles fashioned roughly with a knife 
have to take the place of proper foot- 
gear. Outworn and threadbare clothes 
must be made to suffice. 


Here are some of the current prices 


for necessities in Vienna, according 
to this letter: a kilogram of fat equal 
to 2 1-5 pounds, costs 300 crowns nor- 
mally worth about $60; a single egg 
is valued at 20 crowns; the price of a 
kilogram of meat ranges from 200 to 
280 crowns. /Clothing prices are far 
out of reach that only one is quoted. 
A shirt, the letter said, may not be 
purchased for less than from 620 to 
780 crowns. 


America Comparatively Well Off 
America came out of th« "World 


War with few bruises in comparison 
with many of the other belligerent 
nations. The death toll of American 
boys is a loss which nothing can re- 
place, and nothing can ever square 
the accounts for 
the 
hundreds of 


maimed and blinded youths who gave 
the best of life to halt the Hun. 


But today, though American busi- 


ness is not booming as it was at the 
hightide of war activity, though there 
is necessarily a tax burden to pay the 
cost of the war, the United States is 
far better off economically than any 
one of the principal belligerents in 
the struggle.

creases in the English navy, a fur- 
ther addition to Britain's debt. 


France is in worse shape tha"n En- 


gland, still maintaining a great stand- 
ing army to throw Into any adjacent 
territory in order that the peace terms 
shall be enforced. Italy is suffering 
tremendous 
finajicikal 
depression 


raused by its great expenditures of 
wealth during the colossal struggle. 


But the plight of these nations is 


anything but dreary compared to the 
plight in which the Central Powers 
now are. Germany, the leader of the 
enemy nations in the world war, is 
not as badly off as the disintegrated 
parts of the old 
Austro-Hungarian 


Empire. Austria itself is threatened 
with bankruptcy, but-the worst thing 
is the terrible aftermath facing every 
man, woman, and child—the lack of 
sufficient food to sustain even sub- 
normal life. 


Weakened by hunger, thousands of 


the people fall easy prey to disease, 
the starved bodies of the elderly and 
of children being particular targets 
for epidemics. Despite the most heroic 
efforts of the American relief organ- 
izations and other helping hands ex- 
tended from nearly everywhere, the 
situation is still an appalling one.

Teachers Under 25 Years 


Age May Escape From 


Retirement Law. 


Public school teachers under 23 


years of age are no longer obliged to 
submit unwillingly to the provisions 
of the state teacher?' retirement fund 
law according to a letter received by 
County Superintendent Florence Jen- 
kins from K. E. Loveland, secretary 
of the public school retirement board 
at Madison. 


Provisions of the new state retire- 


ment law which was passed at the 
recent, session of the legislature are 
set forth in the letter. The law rec- 
ognizes two classes of teachers—sen- 
iors and juniors. Junior teachers are 
all those who had not arrived at their 
twenty-fifth birthday before July 1. 
this year. 
Senior teachers are those 


who had arrived at their twenty-fifth 
birthday before this date. 


Junior teachers are not subject to 


the new law until they become 25 
years old. but if they wish they may 
make the monthly deposit of 5 per 
cent of their pay. Senior teachers 
have no choice but to make this de- 
posit each month unless their pres- 
ent contracts were made before July 


this year in which case they may 


continue making deposits according 
to the provisions of the old law until 
they sign a new contract.

signing contracts after its passage to 
deduct 2 per cent from their salaries 
which would go toward the retire- 
ment fund. As the law benefits only 
those who teach 25 years or more, 
some teachers felt that it was unjust 
to the teacher who followed the pro- 
fession for two or three years only. 
By setting the age limit at 25 years, 
lawmakers
